day, September 6. 

Nationally certified 
child passenger safety 
technicians, Donna Tee- 
garden, David Sticklen, 
and Bridget Lykins, edu¬ 
cated participants on cor¬ 
rect installation and usage 
and check for recalls or 
damage to their children’s 
car seats. 

CPST Donna Teegar¬ 
den can be seen above dis¬ 
cussing proper placement 
of the drivers seat when a 


rear facing child seat is be¬ 
hind it with Crystal Smith as 
her daughter, Bethany watch¬ 
es from her car seat. Donna 
explained that the drivers 
seat or front passenger seat 
does not want to be touching 
the child safety seat. In the 
event of an accident, injury 
could be caused to the child. 
As a general rule, infants and 
toddlers should be kept in 
rear-facing car safety seats 
until they are 2 years of age 
or until they reach the high¬ 
est weight or height allowed 
by their seats manufacturer. 

Children 2 years old who 
have outgrown their rear fac¬ 
ing car seats and preschool¬ 
ers, should use a forward 
facing car safety seat with a 
harness as long as they meet 


the height and weight re¬ 
quirements on their seats. 

School aged children 
should then move to belt 
positioning booster seats 
until the vehicles seat belt 
fits properly. This typically 
happens when the child 
reaches 4 feet 9 inches in 
height and is between 8 
and 12 years old. 

All children younger 
than 13 years of age should 
be restrained in the rear 
seat of vehicles, using both 
the lap and shoulder belts, 
for optimal protection.

Gather Emergency 
Supplies now 

If disaster strikes your 
community, you might not 
have access to food, water, 
or electricity for some time. 
September is “National 
Preparedness Month” and by 
taking time now to prepare 
emergency water supplies, 
food supplies and disaster 
supplies kit, you can provide 
for your entire family. 

Even though it is unlikely 
that an emergency would cut 
off your food supplies for two 
weeks, consider maintaining 
a supply that will last that 
long. 

You may not need to go 
out and buy foods to prepare 
an emergency food supply. 
You can use the canned 
goods, dry mixes, and other 
staples on your cupboard 
shelves. 

Having an ample supply 
of clean water is a top 
priority in an emergency. A 
normally active person needs 
to drink at least 2 quarts (a 
half gallon) of water each 
day. You will also need 
water for food preparation 
and hygiene. Store at least 
an additional half-gallon per 
person, per day for this. 

Store at least a 3-day 
supply and consider storing a 
two-week supply of water for 
each member of your family. 
If you are unable to store 
this much, store as much as 
you can. You can reduce the 
amount of water your body 
needs by reducing activity 
and staying cool. 

And don’t forget to take 
your pets and service animals 
into account!

Make sure the needs of 
everyone who would use the 
kit are covered, including 
infants, seniors and pets. It’s 
good to involve whoever is 
going to use the kit, including 
children, in assembling it.

Calendar set for 
General Assembly’s 
2013 session 

The 2013 Regular Session 
of the Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly is scheduled to begin 
on Jan. 8 and will last 30 leg¬ 
islative days. 

As usual during an odd- 
numbered year, in which ses¬ 
sions are half as long as in 
even-numbered years, the ses¬ 
sion will have two parts. The 
first four days of the session 
- Jan. 8 to Jan. 11 - will focus 
on organizational work, such 
as electing legislative leaders, 
adopting rules of procedure 
and organizing committees. 
The introduction and consid¬ 
eration of legislation can also 
begin during this time. 

The second part of the 
session begins on Feb. 5, with 
final adjournment scheduled 
for March 26. 

Legislators will not meet 
in session on Feb. 18 in obser¬ 
vance of Presidents’ Day. 

The veto recess - the pe¬ 
riod of time when lawmakers 
commonly return to their home 
districts to see which bills, if 
any, the governor vetoes - be¬ 
gins on March 12. Lawmakers 
will return to the Capitol on 
March 25 and 26 for the final 
two days of the session.

John Smith drew his pistol 
and fired at Courts without ef¬ 
fect. Bradford Courts returned 
the fire, doing no damage, as 
Smith had taken refuge behind 
a tree. Bradford Courts then 
made his escape. 

The officers and citizens 
then went to the Courts house 
in search of Bradford, where 
William refused to admit them, 
but by forcing their entrance, 
they found a huge quantity of 
stolen goods, a great deal of 
which was identified as the 
property of the men in the pur¬ 


suing party, and a portion of the 
goods were identified as some 
of those stolen from Yelton’s 
store which had been burglar¬ 
ized a short time before. From 
the evidence, William was ar¬ 
rested upon a charge of Grand 
Larceny. 

The search for Bradford 
Courts was continued until 
Monday, when the premises 
were again being searched 
for more stolen goods. A trap 
door was discovered along 
with a full supply of provi¬ 
sions and another lot of stolen 
goods. Several sacks of wheat 
and flour belonging to resi¬ 
dents were found.

MELTING HEARTS 
Pastor Cornelius R. Siam 


Melting hearts, in Scripture, are consistently associated 
with discouragement and fear. Note a few examples: 

“And he also that is valiant, whose heart is as the heart 
of a lion, shall utterly melt...” (II Sam. 17:10). 

“Therefore shall all hands be faint, and every man’s 
heart shall melt” (Isa. 13:7). 

“The heart melteth and the knees smite together...” 
(Nah. 2:10). 

Christians, therefore, should not pray for melted 
hearts, as so many do. There are too many believers with 
melting hearts now! Indeed, men of God, down through the 
ages, have always found it a real task to keep the hearts of 
Christians from melting. Fear can easily become cowardice 
and cowardice, like courage, is extremely contagious. For 
this reason God explicitly instructed the military officers of 
Israel to announce to their armies: 

“What man is there that is fearful and faint-hearted? let 
him go and return unto his house, lest his brethren’s heart 
faint as well as his heart” (Deut. 20:8). 

If ever God’s people needed confidence and courage 
it is in the day of crisis — especially spiritual crisis — in 
which we live. Here Paul’s word to the Ephesian believers 
is appropriate: 

“For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities, against powers, against the rulers of 
the darkness of this age, against [wicked spirits] in high 
places” (Eph. 6:12). 

Thank God! While the opposition of our adversary 
during “this present evil age” calls for special courage and 
steadfastness of heart, God has made particular provision 
for us, for He has given us more light on His Word than 
was given those of former ages and we can meet the enemy 
with “the whole armor of God.” Moreover we have God’s 
Word through Paul, that battle-scarred warrior: 

“God hath not given us the spirit of fear, but of power, 
and of love, and of a sound mind. Be not thou therefore 
ashamed of the testimony of our Lord, nor of me, His 
prisoner: but be thou partaker of the afflictions of the gospel 
according to the power of God” (II Tim. 1:7,8).

KY Chautauqua s John G. Fee set 
for Battle commemoration weekend 


The Battle of Augusta 
150th Commemoration, to¬ 
gether with Kentucky Chau¬ 
tauqua, will present John G. 
Fee: Abolition ... Amen! at 1 
p.m., Saturday, Sept. 29, on 
the Riverwalk in Augusta. 

His appearance will be 
in conjunction with the city’s 
150th observation of the Bat¬ 
tle of Augusta, fought in the 
city on Sept. 27, 1862, 

The Rev. John Gregg Fee 
was born 1816 in Bracken 
County, the son of John and 
Sarah Gregg Fee, who were 
slaveholders. John grew up 
experiencing the material 
and financial benefits slave 
labor provided. 

Following his gradua¬ 
tion from Augusta College, 
Fee attended Lane Theologi¬ 
cal Seminary in Cincinnati. 
Unaware of the school’s abo¬ 
litionist reputation, Fee was 
unprepared for the anti-slav¬ 
ery arguments that surround¬ 
ed him. Fee soon took up the 
cause to end slavery, much to 
the ire of his father. 

Feeling betrayed, his fa¬ 
ther took him out of school 
and forced John to return 
home. Rather than staying 
in the relative safety of the 
North and writing anti-slav¬ 
ery pamphlets, Fee com¬ 
mitted his life and work to 
ending slavery and discrimi¬ 
nation at home in Kentucky. 

Fee’s anti-slavery ef¬ 
forts garnered the attention 
of Cassius Clay, a promi¬ 
nent politician and outspo¬ 
ken emancipationist from 
Kentucky. Although the two 
agreed that slavery in the 



Commonwealth should end, 
their relationship became 
hostile when they couldn’t 
agree on how to go about 
ending slavery. 

Fee’s dedication and pas¬ 
sion for the abolishment of 
slavery gave him the strength 
to persevere through the 
wrath and disappointment of 
his father, financial hardship, 
and threats to his safety. His 
work led to the founding of 
Union Church of Christ, an 
anti-slavery, non-denomina- 
tional church, which planted 
the seeds for what would be¬ 
come Berea College. 

Obadiah Ewing-Roush 
portrays John G. Fee for 
Kentucky Chautauqua. He 
received his MFA in theater 
arts from the University of 
Louisville and has portrayed 
a variety of characters and 
was invited to present a paper 
at the 2009 National Black 
Theatre Festival in Winston 
Salem, N.C.

TRYING TO CONNECT 
THE DOTS 


There is increased anecdotal 
incidence of a mysterious 
phenomenon called “visual snow”. 
Those afflicted with the condition 
report seeing the world as if it were 
a grainy TV picture. That is, they 
are still able to see objects well 
enough to identify them, but black 
and white dots appear throughout 
their visual fields. Other symptoms 
include seeing small white objects 
zooming against the background 
of a clear blue sky and trails left 
behind by moving objects.

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



For those of us who re¬ 
member exactly where we 
were and what we were do¬ 
ing on Sept. 11, 2001, it may 
be difficult to believe that 11 
years have slipped by since 
that tragic morning. 

That date is of course for¬ 
ever etched in the country’s 
memory, much like the end of 
World War II, President Ken¬ 
nedy’s assassination and Neil 
Armstrong’s setting foot on 
the moon. 

And just as those dates 
ushered in new eras in our his¬ 
tory, 9/11 has proven to be no 
different. Since then, we have 
rededicated ourselves to our 
security, both here and abroad, 
so that we are better prepared 
whenever disaster strikes, 
whether caused by man or 
Mother Nature. 

With September now 
known as National Prepared¬ 
ness month, it is a good time 
to recall just what that means. 

Kentucky has long played 
an outsized role in this area. 
No military base has seen 
more deployments than Fort 
Campbell since 2001, for ex¬ 
ample, and Fort Knox’s pres¬ 
ence has grown significantly 
over the last half-dozen years 
in the wake of federal base re¬ 
alignments across the country. 
The Kentucky National Guard 
also routinely exceeds its re¬ 
cruiting goals each year. 

Our first responders - 
those who serve on our police 
and fire departments, our res¬ 
cue squads and our emergency 
medical services - are also sec¬ 
ond to none. With the aid of 
homeland security grants and 
other state funding, we have 
been able to help these depart¬ 
ments immensely during the 
last decade get the equipment 
they need and deserve. 

When it comes to other 
agencies that play a role in 
our safety, a report last year 
in the Washington Post found 
that Kentucky is exactly in 
the middle of the 50 states 
when counting the number of 
counterterrorism and home¬ 
land security organizations we 
have. In terms of raw dollars, 
however, Kentucky was elev¬ 
enth during the 2009 fiscal 
year when measuring federal 
homeland security funding. 

The Post added that we 
were one of just 13 states dur¬ 
ing the decade following 9/11 
where U.S. Attorneys secured 
at least one terrorism-related 
conviction. Since December, 
two others have also pleaded 
guilty here to federal terrorism 
charges. 

There are other ways 
Kentucky is involved when 
it comes to improving our 
safety. Six years ago, the FBI 
opened a regional computer 
forensics lab in Louisville, 
which is helping law enforce¬ 
ment sift through thousands 
of gigabytes of data found at 
crime scenes. 

The U.S. Secret Service, 
meanwhile, has the Kentucky 
Electronic Crimes Task Force, 


which helps find, stop and 
prosecute technology-based 
crimes, such as identity theft. 
At the state level, we have the 
Kentucky Intelligence Fusion 
Center, which for the last sev¬ 
en years has brought together 
local, state and federal agen¬ 
cies so that all are on the same 
page when it comes to analyz¬ 
ing potential threats across the 
commonwealth. 

According to the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of Homeland 
Security, Kentucky is the only 
state to own a statewide mo¬ 
bile data network and require 
that all local first responders 
be able to access it at no cost. 
This, too, greatly improves 
communication, especially 
when time is critical. Given 
the devastating weather Ken¬ 
tucky has faced - there have 
been 11 presidentially declared 
disasters here alone since 2008 
- the need for this has unfortu¬ 
nately become quite clear. 

Another important step 
Kentucky has taken recently 
is implementing a statewide 
electronic warrants system, so 
that charges filed in one county 
can be seen in another. Before, 
under the paper-based system, 
there was almost no way for 
law enforcement agencies to 
know if someone they had 
stopped was wanted elsewhere 
in the state for a crime. This 
change has understandably 
helped reduce the backlog of 
un-served warrants. 

Our universities are also 
playing a role when it comes 
to better protecting the public. 
Eastern Kentucky University 
offers a bachelor’s degree in 
homeland security, while re¬ 
search at the University of 
Kentucky has led to such 
developments as a fast-dry¬ 
ing, spray-on concrete, which 
would help stabilize buildings 
damaged by the weather or ter¬ 
rorist attacks. Other research 
has been done to protect milk 
supplies from contamination, 
to detect trace amounts of 
explosives and to keep am¬ 
monium nitrate fertilizer from 
being used as an explosive. 

As citizens, there are ways 
we can help as well when it 
comes to improving safety. If 
you see or are aware of any 
criminal or even terroristic ac¬ 
tivity, please call 1-866-EYE- 
ON-KY. This is an anony¬ 
mous tip line sponsored by the 
Kentucky Intelligence Fusion 
Center and the Kentucky Of¬ 
fice of Homeland Security.

Urged to Keep 
Good Records 
Potential Assistance 
Depending on Accurate , 
Timely Data for 
Expedited Help 
USD A Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) State 
Executive Director, John W. 
McCauley, urged livestock 
producers affected by natural 
disasters such as Hurricane 
Isaac and the continuing 
drought to keep thorough 
records of their livestock 
and feed losses, including 
additional expenses for such 
things as feed purchases 
because of lost supplies. 
“There are extraordinary 


circumstances caused by a 
variety of disasters from fires 
in the west, floods in Florida, 
Hurricane Isaac in the Gulf 
region, storms in the Mid- 
Atlantic and drought and 
heat affecting the heartland,” 
McCauley said. “Each of 
these events is causing 
economic consequences 
for ranchers and producers 
including cattle, sheep and 
dairy operations, bee keepers 
and farm-raised fish, and 
poultry producers.” 

FSA recommends that 
owners and producers record 
all pertinent information 
of natural disaster 

consequences, including: 

•Documentation of the 
number and kind of livestock 
that have died, supplemented 
if possible by photographs or 
video records of ownership 
and losses; 

•Dates of death supported 
by birth recordings or 
purchase receipts; 

• Costs of transporting 
livestock to safer grounds 
or to move animals to new 
pastures; and 

•Feed purchases if 
supplies or grazing pastures 
are destroyed. 

McCauley also 

reminds producers that the 
department’s authority to 
operate the five disaster 
assistance programs 

authorized by the 2008 Farm 
Bill expired on Sept. 30, 
2011 . 

This includes SURE; the 
Livestock Indemnity Program 
(LIP); the Emergency 
Assistance for Livestock, 
Honey Bees, and Farm- 
Raised Fish (ELAP); the 
Livestock Forage Disaster 
Program (LFP); and the Tree 
Assistance Program (TAP). 
Production losses due to 
disasters occurring after Sept. 
30, 2011, are not eligible for 
disaster program. 

Producers are encouraged 
to contact their local FSA 
County office for additional 
information.

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Remembering the fallen at 
Brooksville on Sun., Sept. 30 th 


There will be a memo¬ 
rial service on the Courthouse 
Square on Sunday, September 
30, 2012, to honor those who 
rushed to the aid of Brooks¬ 
ville during the Civil War. 

Colonel Basil Duke had 
led his prisoners and the re¬ 
mainder of his men to Brooks¬ 
ville late on Saturday, Septem¬ 
ber 28, 1862, and camped on 
the square and had their horses 
attended to at the former livery 
next to the current Tucker’s 
Body Shop. 

While writing out pardons 
to dozens of Bracken Coun¬ 
ty residents, Duke received 
word of an imminent attack 
by Brown County, Ohio, and 
Mason County militia and 
Union companies. One of the 
companies moved to the north 
road from Augusta and rushed 
the hill and came upon several 
men still in the livery. 

One of the Confederate 
soldiers brandished a weapon 
at a member of the 14th Ken¬ 
tucky Cavalry, which at that 
time was a loosely formed 
group from Montgomery 
County and others from the 
region. William Carrington 
from Bath County was the sol¬ 
dier of Company D who was 
mortally wounded in Brooks¬ 
ville that day, dying and being 
buried on the road to Augusta. 


Carrington had officially 
enlisted as a private on Au¬ 
gust 20, 1862, in Mt. Sterling. 
“Willie” was the son of Samu¬ 
el Carrington, Jr. and Martha 
Graves; grandson of Samuel 
Carrington (1755-1818) an 
American Revolutionary sol¬ 
dier and Mildred McDaniels, 
originally from Port Tobacco, 
Maryland; brother of Levi 
B., Emily, Mary, John, and 
George Carrington. William 
Carrington was a cousin of 
Eliza Carrington Kendall, 
great-grandmother of “Battle 
of Augusta Commemoration” 
committee member Caroline 
Miller. Eliza was the young 
teenager who stood on Car¬ 
rington Rock with her cousins 
and took part in raising the 
Union flag and warding off 
Confederate soldiers. 

While leaving Brooks¬ 
ville on the Powersville Road, 
Duke’s men stood in a line and 
anticipated a major attack. A 
few cannon balls were fired in 
their direction and they imme¬ 
diately rode off to regroup at 
Falmouth. 

Bracken County residents 
should make every attempt 
on Sunday, September 30, to 
honor this soldier who gave 
his life in defense of Brooks¬ 
ville in the Civil War.
